Japan—were said to be secret. 


Dr. Koo was understood to have 


rejected earlier offers of credits and 
insisted on receiving also pledges 
that the powers would see that the 
munitions purchased reached Chi- 
nese territory safely through Brit- 
ain's Hong Kong or France's Indo- 
China.

Oil Properties 


Prompt Protest by Amer- 
ica May Have Averted 
Trouble, Lawrence Says 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington — Seven weeks ago, 


the government of Mexico seized 
several American 
oil properties, 


their plants, their cash in bank and 
all their assets. International law 
recognizes t h e 
right to confis- 
cate, 
but not 


without 
f a i r 


payment. To 
date, there has 
been 
no pay- 


ment, and there 
is not likely to 
be any payment 
because Mexico 
has. not t h e 
funds to pay for 
that which has 
been 
forcibly 


seized, unless perchance a profli- 
gate administration at Washington 
wishes to compound the lelony by 
offering money out of the treasury 
of the United States. 


All over Mexico, the attitude of 


President Roosevelt. Secretary Hull 
and Undersecretary Sumncr Welles 
has been herald-'d as a bgi-heartcd 
approval of the confiscation policy 
of the Mexican government. This 
is not altogether justified by what 
has been heralded as a big-hearted 
there can be little doubt that the 
Mexicans know a sympathetic word 
when they hear one. President Roo- 
sevelt, instead of being horrified by 
a seizure of American property in 
contravention of every principle of 
justice, made a casual comment to 
the_ press about how the oil prop- 
erties should be paid for. He indi- 
cated something about 
"prudent 


investment," which is just the same 
as if he had sanctioned a long 
drawn out discussion of what was 
"fair value." It certainly was ac- 
cepted by the Mexicans as a loop- 
hole for delay and "deferred" pay- 
ments instead of cash. 


Serves Notice 


Meanwhile, the 
government of 


Great Britain, which stands by her 
citizens and does not condone theft 
in any part of the world, has served 
notice on Mexico that the seized oil 
properties of British citizens must 
be paid lor immediately. The United 
States would find herself in a very 
awkward position indeed if Great 
Britain withdrew formal recogni- 
tion from the Mexican government 
and then began seizing Mexican oil 
tankers which attempted to carry 
the stolen oil from Mexico to for- 
eign ports. 


It is declared by those familiar 


•with the Mexican situation 
that 


President Cardenas has been put in 
an awkward and untenable position 
by the labor leaders of Mexico. 
First, they made 600 demands upon 
the oil companies and through a so- 
called national board in Mexico 
City secured an order compelling 
the oil companies to pay wage in- 
creases amounting virtually to dou- 
ble the companies' earnings. And 
•when this could not be met. Presi- 
dent Cardenas found himself forced 
by labor leaders to seize the for- 
eign-owned properties. 


The trouble 
might have been 


averted if the 
American govern- 


ment had been mindful of the rights 
of her nationals and if prompt pro- 
test in vigorous terms had been 
made. Even today, the department 
of state appears to have dawdled 
along without making manifest to 
Mexico that American properties 
cannot be seized without making 
prompt payment for them. And it is 
known that Mexico's financial con- 
dition is such that her government 
cannot pay foreign claims. 


Foreign Investments 
] 


If American oil properties can be | 


seized with impunity in Mexico and i 
no payment made, then American' 
property 
of all 
kinds in foreign t 


countries suddenly becomes inse-' 
cure, and this involves many bil-' 
lions of dollars. Foreign trade is i 
considered one of the essential parts I 
of any sound recovery program in ' 
America, but there can hardly be 
any tendency on the part of Ameri- 
can citizens to invest abroad 
if 


their own government icfuses to 
protect such investments with the 


ordinary safeguards of international 
law. 


Likewise, it is doubtful if eco- 


nomic conditions in Mexico can im- 
prove as long as the business inter- 
ests of the United States have the 
notion that the 
Mexican govern- 


ment is acting arbitrarily with re- 
spect to American property. All the 
hard work done by the Mexicans 
themselves to foster tourist trade 
and good relations with their north- 
ern neighbor will go for naught if 
the department of state and the 
Mexican government do not soon 
reach a satisfactory settlement of 
the oil problem, which is as un- 
precedented as it is dangerous to 
future investments abroad. 


Trumped-up Excuses 


All sorts of trumped-up excuses 


are being proclaimed by those de- 
fending the Mexican action, one to 
the effect that the oil industry has 
paid low wages, when, as a matter 
of fact, the data from the Mexican 
government's 
own department of 


labor for 1936 show that the aver- 
age daily wage in the oil industry 
was more than double that which 
was being paid in other Mexican in- 
dustries. Likewise, the items fur- 
nished free to workers by the oil 
companies, including housing, light, 
education, transportation, 
medical 


and hospital facilities for the fam- 
ily of the worker, amounted to the 
equivalent of about 36 per cent over 
and above the basic wages actually 
paid by the oil companies. 


Attempts are being made by the 


radical labor leaders in Mexico to 
enlist the support of American la- 
bor organizations for the Commun- 
istic plans being hatched in Mexico. 
It is regrettable that the Roosevelt 
administration has not seen fit to 
speak a vigorous word for the pro- 
tection of property as against con- 
fiscation in such a public manner 
that the Mexicans could not pos- 
sibly misunderstand. 


The Mexican people are in the 


midst of social revolution and they 
should be left to work 
out their 


own problems, but recognition has 
always been extended or with- 
drawn by the Washington govern- 
ment on the basis of compliance 
with international law. While it 
may seem easier to seize than to re-

Jesse Jones, the Texan who heads RFC, 


wants to see the banks loan out more of 
their frozen funds to business houses. 


So do the banks. 
They are more erger about the matter 


than Mr. Jones. That is the only way 
they have a chance of making any money. 
Did Mr. Jones imagine that banks find 
sny fun in paying out 1 to 2 per cent on 
savings deposits to keep the money lying 
around in their vaults. 


But there are two big reasons why the 


banks cannot loan their money. One is 
because people do not come and borrow 
it. 
A good many say they do not 


borrow because they have no confi- 
dence in the government at Washington 
and fear that if they borrow that govern- 
ment will so conduct itself that they can- 
not earn funds to pay back the loan. But 
since that is a very touchy point with 
Mr. Jones and his associates pass it up 
for the second. 


Mr. Jones has heard about national 


bank examiners because he has been a 
banker. But he must have forgotten that 
they are going up and down the land mak- 
ing most critical^ examinations of banks, 
not only national but all banks that sub- 
scribe to the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, and this includes most state 
banks, too.

for the Comptroller of the Currency, the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation or 
the Federal Reserve Bank—and we are 
such a generous nation that we have ex- 
aminers for all which duplicate the -work 
nicely—are extremely critical about any 
of the loans which Mr. Jones is prodding 
bankers to make. 


If there is one thing which makes a 


bank examiner purple in the face it is a 
loan made by a bank upon local securi- 
ties. It makes no difference how good 
those securities are. It is entirely imma- 
terial that the company which may have 
issued the security is wholly free of debt 
and has operated 10 or even 50 years 
profitably and merits a rating with Dun 
& Bradstreet of AAA and practically un- 
limited credit. But if the security is issued 
by some decrepit copper mine, some gild- 
ed hotel in the hands of a receiver or any 
other sort of bankrupt institution, so long 
as its securities are listed on regular stock 
exchanges, the loan is high and handsome 
and receives the quick approval of bank 
examiner:;. 


Mr. Jones must remember that the 


banks he kicks in the pants in order to 
find some sort of goat for the depression 
are held in check by bank examiners and 
their departmental heads and when they 
frown at loans and indicate disapproval 
banks ara in a bad situation. 


Perhaps there is nothing more contra-

REEN BAY — Readers of this 
column know that in the mat- 
ter of trout flies versus bait I 


am definitely on the fly side. When 
I say, "Lay off the worms" the 
reason I always give is .this: Un- 
dersized fish swallow bait, hook and 
all, then no matter how carefully 
the angler removes the barb the 
fish is a dead one soon after he is 
returned to the water. On the oth- 
er hand, a fish never tries to de- 
vour an artificial lure, therefore, 
the hook of a fly never finds a 
spot more vital than the outer rim 
of the mouth. 


I have been asked quite often 


what I thought of the Conservation 
department's ruling last winter clos- 
ing a seven mile stretch of the Brule 
to all but fly-fishermen. 
Now, I 


like fly-fishing for 
more reasons 


than the one given above—they are 
personal reasons—so I am prejudic-

ed, and it is impossible for me to 
give an unbiased opinion on this 
question, of closing the Brule. From 
a purely conservation 
standpoint, 


however, no one can deny that the 
order was a good one for the rea- 
son, as above stated, that small trout 
hooked on flies do -not 'die when 
carefully released and returned to 
the water. 


That may sound 
like a trivial 


reason, but in the 
average trout 


stream today few fish become 'of 
age" without having been hooked at 
least 
once since 'minnowhood'. 


When we consider the mondy and 
effort expanded by the Conserva- 
tion department in hatching, rearing 
and planting trout, and remember- 
ing that an ever growing proportion 
of the trout we find in our streams 
are hatchery-raised 
fish we can 


easily see why the 
department 


should continue to be interested in 
these fish after they have been 
planted. 


But bait-fishermen 
in Douglas 


county thought there 
were other 


reasons why the Conservation De- 
partment wanted part of the Brule 
closed. They 
further 
contended 


that the law was unfair and un- 
democratic—that it barred the poor 
man who could not afford a fly-fish- 
ing outfit and a fishing license. 


Come to thing of it. 
however, 


about half of the 
miles of 
trout 


streams in the state are barred to 
fly-fishermen by nature on account 
of brush. 
All the small, brushy 


streams inaccessible to fly fisher- 
men are bait-fishing reserves. Con- 
sidering this, was the order closing 
a few miles of Brule so unfair? 


Nevertheless, opposition 
to the 


Conservation Commission's order to 
reserve part of the Brule for fly- 
fishing became so strong that the 
order was recinded. 


Now sportsmen in Marinelte coun- 


ty have come forward with an of- 
fer to allow the closing of a part of 
the Pe^htigo except to fly-fisher- 
men. Originating in this case with 
the anglers themselves and being 
approved by interested citizens be- 
fore the proposal goes to the Con- 
servation Commission, such a mea- 
sure should not arouse the opposi- 
tion that the regulation to close part 
of the Brule received. 


Marinette county anglers are to 


be commended for their willingness 
to cooperate by letting the Peshtico, 
their most important trout water, 
be used in this experiment.

Commodity, Necessary to 


Life, Will Not he Ex- 


hausted, Club Told 


Neenah — Because it is abundant 


and inexpensive, we take salt for 
granted, but without this "magic 
white sand." we wouldn't live two 
weeks, Frank 
Wheeler, 
Neenah 


scientist, told members of the Nee- 
nah Rotary club in a talk Thursday 
noon at the Valley Inn. 


The scientist outlined the salt in- 


dustry to the Rotarians, distinguish- 
ing between the different grades of 
salt and where the various types 
are found and explaining the pro- 
cedure of securing it. 


Wheeler 
pointed out that the 


commodity was considered more 
important in ancient times when 
it was used as a form of money. "In 
fact," he said, "the word salary is 
derived from salt, soldiers in the 
Roman Empire having been paid 
with salt" 


Pointing out that the supply of 


salt will not be exhausted, Wheeler 
said that it is the only natural raw 
material which is soluable in water. 


Deposits Scattered 


The larger salt deposits are found 


in New York. Michigan, Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, 
Kansas, 
Nova Scotia and 


Louisiana. Magic white sand, the 
scientist said, has even come up in 
history, for the Union forces in the 
Civil war were anxious to capture 
Louisiana in order to cut off the 
Confederates' supply of salt 


Wheeler explained that the meth- 


ods of securing salt are evaporation, 
mining and drilling. New York salt 
deposits are worked most and the 
salt is obtained through the evap- 
oration process. Holes caused by 
the salt beds are 15 miles in cir- 
cumference. This salt is not entirely 
pure, for it contains a little clay 
and plaster of paris. In one salt 
mine in Michigan, the first bed is 
80 feet below water level and it is 
35 feet thick, while a second bed is 
1,200 feet between the earth's sur- 
face and is 125 feet thick. "It was 
calculated that if 700 tons of salt 
were taken from the lower bed a 
day, it would require 250 years to 
exhaust the supply," Wheeler told 
the Rotarians. 


Salt is obtained from the deposits 


in Ohio and Kansas by drilling. A. 
hole is drilled through about 1,000 
feet of limestone and then through 
Ihe salt bed, the scientist explained. 
Two pipes, one inside the other, are 
driven into the hole and water is 
pumped into the salt bed and the 
solution of water and salt is forced 
to the surface. About 25 per cent 
of the brine is salt The brine is 
settled and the water evaporated. 


In the mines, the salt deposits 


are 
blasted, 
dug out and then 


crushed, while in the evaporation 
process, ocean water is allowed to 
flow into large, shallow ponds and 
the water allowed to evaporate.
